drugs as heroin and cocaine,

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States is pumping big 
doses of new equipment into the 
South Vietnamese armed forces, 
but many American military of- 
ficers fear the patient may not 
be given time to digest it. 


These officers are concerned 


that political pressures on the 
Nixon administration will ac- 
celerate the U.S. 
withdrawal 


trom Vietnam and thrust South 
Vietnamese troops into the main 
battle role before they are 
ready.

Vietnamese Army 


Any scaling down of the war, 


including further withdrawals of 
American troops from Vietnam, 
depends in large measure on 
forging the South Vietnamese 
army into an effective military 
force.

course of action, the status of 
the war, and the United States' 
role in it, can be summed up 
thusly: 


-The

unum pressure ' of the Johnson 
administration to what Nixon 
calls "protective reaction" But 
the change, say military ex- 
perts, is more of form than fact. 


—The Communists have cut 


back action on the ground, but 
there is disagreement among 
U.S. strategists as to what this 
means. Diplomats tend to re- 
gard it as evidence of a possible 
de-escalation by Hanoi; the mil- 
itary suspects the Communists 
are merely lying low while they 
regroup for new attacks.

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Apportioning the Legislature 


The opinion of Atty. Gen. Robert 


Warren that the state constituiional prohi- 
bition against boundary lines for Assembly 
districts is irrelevant in view of the U. S 
Supreme Court's rulings on one-man one- 
vote cases should make the task of 
reapportiomng the state legislative districts 
after the 1970 census a whole lot easier. 


The Assembly, with a eye on the 


mountain of practical and political difficul- 
ties which reapportionment will bring, has 
asked for an attorney general's opinion on 
the matter Now that the opinion is m 
hand. the legislature could remove any 
doubts by scheduling a constitutional 
referendum on the question Such a vote of 
the people could be held in April of 1971 if 
the question is approved by the current 
legislature and the legislature which will 
meet in January of 1971. 


The state constitution as originally 


drafted said that Assembly districts must 
consist of an entire county or be divisions 
of a single county State Senate districts, in 
turn, are composed of a number of 
Assembly districts to divide population 
among them as closely as possible. 


But the county line rule has been a 


stumbling block to making equal divisions 
of population for the Assembly, which, in 
turn, is compounded m the collection of 
districts into a senatorial district. 


The classic case is Calumet County. 


which cannot be added to a district in a 
more populous county or divided among 


districts in adjoining counties because of 
the language of the constitution. As a 
result, the county has an assemblyman for 
a population of about 22,000. Tnis is 17,000 
in population or 43 per cent less than the 
average population for Assembly districts. 


On the other end of the scale, there are 


Assembly districts which have populations 
of 30 per cent above the average because a 
single county must be divided into districts. 
Brown County has been fortunate in this 
regard Its three districts are about five per 
cent above average, but the 1970 census is 
certain to increase this under-representa- 
tion if the county continues to have three 
assemblymen under the existing county line 
rule. 


Aside from all these mathematics, as 


Warren has pointed out. one can speculate 
that an appeal of a reapportionment plan 
based on the present rule would be upheld 
by the U. S. Supreme Court under its 
rulings that population must be represent- 
ed as equally as possible. 


Warren has said, in effect, that the one- 


man one-vote rulings of the Supreme Court 
must take precedence over the county line 
rule of the constitution. Reapportionment 
is a tough enough job as it is, and the 
legislature should accept this opinion. To 
save itself more problems and to settle the 
matter beyond doubt, the legislature should 
schedule a constitutional referendum for 
1971.

Stream of Summer 
Guests Prompts New 
Expandable Recipes

With the constant stream of active, hungry young people 


this summer., it became necessary to figure out some menus 
that had the double advantage of being able to accommodate 
unexpected guests as well as keeping the food bills under 
control 
. 


Despite Managing Editor Gordon Mclntyre's skepticism 


over my cooking ability, we managed to do just that or at 
least have something available beyond the brat, wiener and 
hamburger regulars. 


Basically we relied on homemade soups, chicken in a 


variety of ways, casseroles with sausage or hamburger as 
the major protein ingredient, fresh salads and a lot of rice, 
macaroni or other pasta to fill out both menus and people. 
Then we did some experimenting, especially with Mexican 
and Asian dishes. 


The Mexican impetus came from a Texas son-in-law and 


Dinah's three years in Arizona and Wyoming. Door County 
stores are used to stocking some staples such as canned 
tortillas, refried beans and the Ingredients for hot sauces 
because of the numbers o! Texas-American migrant workers 
who used to pick the cherry and apple crops. Although the 
number of migrants has rapidly dwindled with the 
development of automatic equipment, the foods are still 
widely available. 


We have two favorites— tacos made from a recipe Dinah 


brought from the West and a Texas chili dip served with 
fritos or small tortillas that is excellent, especially in cold 
weather at a cocktail party. 


A year and a half ago two Japanese girls whom I had met 


while accompanying the Wisconsin Trade Mission to the Far 
East came to the United States to study and spent some time 
with us and with the WffliamHayes family in DePere. I could 
never "learn to make sukiyaM -the way they do with the 
thinnest possible slices of beef. Somehow they manage to add 
the vegetables while dousing the potful with shoyu sauce 
(which they are very particular about) and sakL But from 
them and from Wendy's experiences in the Philippines, I've 
learned to appreciate the many varieties of fried rice and 
other dishes in which rice can be the principal ingredient. 
Naomi Kotake and Keiko Takahashi fascinated us in their 
ways of preparation since they are so exact and meticulous. 
When making fried rice, they chop all the ingredients into 
neat little heaps so that everything is ready to be added when 
the time comes. And one of the big advantages of fried rice is 
that just about anything, from thin slices of raw potatoes, to 
bacon, to eggs, to shrimp or bits of leftover meat can be 
added to fill out the dish. 


We also came to use rice in both side and mam dishes,

I'm still trying to duplicate the red bean soup served in the 
Cape Cod Room of the Drake Hotel in Chicago, But after a lot 
of doubtful looks about this newest in "taste treats," 
everyone agreed that the cold pineapple-buttermilk soup was 
a" fine opener on a hot day. And late in the season when 
tomatoes were so plentiful we found a very tasty recipe for 
old-fashioned tomato soup. But my efforts to introduce more 
exotic ones with curry powder made no hit at all. 


Also an inexpensive recipe during the tomato season, 


although it can be duplicated with the canned variety, is a 
marinara sauce which we especially liked with the fine 
Italian sausages made at Voeks grocery in Baileys. Harbor 
and some sort of large tube pasta such as elbow macaroni or 
mostaciolli. It can also be combined with chopped spinach 
and rissoti or cottage cheese in a lasagna-like casserole. And 
we included it as a sauce for a Sicilian meat roll that goes a 
long way. 


When we ran out of new ideas, we could fall back on a 


variety of chicken recipes from one with canned mushroom 
soup and wine to another with buttermilk and chili powder. 
With a green salad topped with Dinah's frencn dressing or 
Rory's apple concoction, another type with sliced green 
olives, and some sort of rolls, they always filled the spot even 
though there were seldom any leftovers.

And since I make only one meal a day and the rest of the 


time everyone is on his own, it turned out that the old reliable 
peanut butter and jelly sandwiches haven't lost their appeal 
even with the college and older crowd.

Smith was tapped by the 
National Youth Administration 
to be grader of sophomore 
geometry papers, a task that 
whetted his appetite for teach- 
ing. There followed a series of 
Ohio state examm'ations in 


mathematics, b i o l o g y and 
physics in which he captured 
a first prize in district com- 
petition in physics, and a fifth 
place among state entrants. 
Then came the most meaning- 
ful prize of all, a full tuition 
scholarship to Kenyon College 
of Ohio, the result of still 
another competitive examina- 
tion. 


For a time, it seemed, the 


high school ambition to teach 
would materialize. But in 1944 
after three years of college 
Smith was stricken with tu- 
berculosis. For two restless 
years he waited to return to 
school, in the process arriving 
at what he calls "a certain 
maturing effect — I decided 
that some things in life are 
important, and some are not 
so important." 


What was important was an 


education — and a wife — one 
may assume they were not 
necessarily in that order. In 
1946 Smith married Lillyan 
Beaver, then returned to Ken- 
yon where he was graduated 
in 1947 with an A. B. degree 
as a physics major, magna 
cum laude. Later that year he 
"shopped for graduate assist- 
antships a n d scholarships'' 
and found what he wanted at 
Ohio State University. For the 
next five years he held a 
variety of graduate teaching 
and research posts, each with 
an increasing challenge, and 
happily, each offering a little 
more money. "I was 31 when 
I finally stopped going to 
formal classes," he recalls. 
His Ph. D. in physics was 
granted by Ohio State in 1952.

Big Business Cooperates 
Conglomerates 
Target of Antitrust Push

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


N i x o n administration has 
mounted the biggest and 
broadest antitrust crackdown 
since Franklin D. Roosvelt's 
New Deal, cheered on by both 
Big Business and Big Labor. 


The cooperaion of Big Busi- 


ness is unprecedented, but 
hardly surprising. 


Major targets of the new 


trustbusting era are the bras- 
sy, pushing johnny-come-late- 
lies of industry, the giant 
conglomerates. 


These are lying low until 


the heat is off. A leading 
merger matchmaker, Robert 
Baron of Philadelphia's Baron 
& Co., Inc., told the Associ- 
ated Press: 


"Our big buyers of com- 


panies are telling us: 'Don't 
do anything right now. We 
want to see what happens in 
Washington.' " 


The merger business is still 


booming, said Baron, whose 
confidential files list 600 com- 
panies willing to be sold and 
five or six times that many 
prospective buyers. 


"The smaller corporation, 


those in the $10 to $100 million 
class, are going right ahead 
merging and acquiring with- 
out any trouble from the 
Justice Department," he said. 
"The big ones are keeping 
their heads down." 


Well they may. President 


Nixon's antitrust chief, Assist- 
ant Attorney General Richard 
W. McLaren, has filed anti- 
monopoly suits against some 
of the biggest conglomerates. 
His boss. Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell, has warned 
that the Justice Department 
"may very well oppose any 
merger among the top 200 
manufacturing firms or firms 
of comparable size in other 
industries." 


McLaren predicts that if the 


Supreme Court does not up- 
hold his cases against the 
conglomerates. Congress will 
be obliged to enact a "death 
sentence" law, presumably 
one similar to what which 
forced 
the 
dismantling 
of 


some vast utility holding com- 
panies built in the 1920s.

Now the conglomerates— 


who have raided and captured 
many a stately citadel of 
industry — are being heavily 
rocked by a counter-assault 
from the Justice Department, 
Congress, and more than a 
dozen departments, agencies, 
special task forces and invest- 
igating committees.

ates any more, it would seem 
except the investing public,

A horizontal merger, 
in 


which one company absorbs 
another in the same business, 
is the most direct and obvious 
threat to competition. A verti- 
cal merger, in which a firm 
acquires a supplier or cus- 
tomer, is a less obvious but

visible anticompetitive 


threat. 


But how can a conglomerate 


merger—especially a "pure 
conglomerate." i n v o l v i n g 
firms that are in unrelated 
businesses and don't compete 
directly — pose a threat to 
competition?

like the style expected by 
traveling man Charlie Finley. 
Only 1,945 fans turned out for 
a recent Oakland home game. 
The California Angels' attend- 
ance at Anaheim hasn't been 
anything to write home about, 
either. The support has been 
better than it was for the 
Angels while they were in LA, 
but it's still far below expec- 
tations. And, the Seattle Pilots 
are in the midst of a hassle 
with the city — balking at 
making further payments un- 
til the standards of the ball 
park are upgraded. 


So the impulsive and vindic-

solicit from wheelchairs." she 
explained. ''So once in a while 
when I was out alone, passers- 
by gave me money. I think 
when I returned it, they 
thought I felt insulted because 
it was too little until I 
explained who I was. Actually 
between them and the beg- 
gars who wanted to know 
where I got my chair, I had a 
p r e t t y good conversation 
piece!" 


Admiration was the reaction 


of the predominately Indian 
community of La Roia perch- 
ed in the cold mountain air 
14,000 feet above sea level. 
The mining town comprised of 
the jumble of homes so typi- 
cal in Peru, also housed a 
convent inhabited by three 
American nuns, friends of 
Carla's companion. 


The two young women 


scaled the mountain walls by 
train to find oxygen masks at 
their disposal to counteract 
the high altitude and a super- 
stitious populace that still 
indulges in animal sacrifices 
while embracing Catholicism. 
Carla soon adjusted to a diet 
of fruits and vegetables im- 
ported from the jungle and a 
minimum of meat 


"Up there people live with- 


out things that they don't 
think about," she remarked. 
"Their habit of chewing co- 
caine often numbs them; but 
they were very cordial to us, 
calling us "little sisters" and 
asking us questions about the 
Beatles. Frank Sinatra and 
life in California. Most of the 
kids thought I was riding a 
groovy new kind of bicycle," 
Carla added, laughing as she 
recalled the days she spent in 
a world totally removed from 
the e x p e r i e n c e s she had 
known until them. 


Witch Doctor's Cure 


Later w h i l e touring the 


steamy jungle with the father 
of her family in Lima, Carla 
was greeted with a straw hat 
and fan to combat the intense 
heat. 


"We spent a few days 


getting used to the climate 
and the insects You know, 
there are 
three kinds of 


mosquitoes in the jungle and 
you just can't escape from 
them. Now that I'm home I 
don't even notice the insects!" 
she exclaimed. 


Cooling off consisted of sit- 


ting in the water at the 
river's edge. "But we always 
threw a banana in the water 
first just to make sure there 


weren't any p y r r a n h e a 
around," Carla added. 


Electric eels would have 


been fitting companions for 
tne young American if the 
sympathetic son of a witch 
doctor had had his way. 
Quoting his father's cure for 
infantile paralysis, he advised 
her to take a bath in hot 


ashes and the squiggly crea- 
tures. 


Although Caria didn't take 


his advice, she proved to be 
more adventurous than most 
while in the jungle. "Before I 
left Tor Peru, I made a rule 
that I would eat whatever was 
placed before me without first 
asking what it was," she 
explained. "That way I learn- 
ed to like spider stew and raw 
fish, which is really quite 


good with lemon, the way the 
Peruvians prepare it." 


Reflecting on her adven- 


tures in Peru, Carla com-" 
mented, "Oh, I guess I got 
tangled up here and there, but 
it was worth it.

pregnant and gets married 
because someone tells her she 
has to.

Wildlife Abounds 


Twisting, agonizing bends in 


the river, dead falls protrud- 
ing from the shores, shifting 
sand bars resulting from erod- 
ing shorelines and other de- 
bris of nature challenge the 
boat pilot. Nearly all obstruc- 
tions except the meandering 
river course can in part be 
blamed directly to man. Even 
the changing river channel is 
being affected by man's en- 
croachment on nature. 


We saw a picturesque view 


only nature could duplicate. 
Bountiful wildlife — ducks, 
giant blue heron, deer, turtles 
and muskrate — were seen 
during the trip. State legisla- 
tors from the metropolitan 
area were most impressed.

RIPON - The heartbreak experienced by Dr. J. Martin 


Johnson during the brief (21 months, three days) life of his 
grandson, Stanley Chapman, has provided both the in- 
spiration and the incentive for the construction of the new 
Cerebral Palsy Center here. 


The center, which began with only three patients in rented 


quarters in debasement of theMethodist Church, has grown 
into a comprehensive unit, believed to be the only one of its 
kind in a community this size. It was financed entirely by 
private contributions. 


Attractive as the building is, it is only the visible ex- 


pression of the love, understanding and dedication of the 
people who have worked to make ita success. 


Little Stanley Chapman spent much of his short life, which 


began on Jan. 15, 1954, under the observation of specialists in 
Chicago, Milwaukee and Madison. The diagnoses made of the 
child, who was severely involved with cerebral palsy, 
resolved themselves into two principal problems, atrophy of 
the brain and mental deficiency. 


Diagnoses Unacceptable 


Dr. Johnson found that he could not entirely accept these 


diagnoses. 


"My impression was that very little was known about 


cerebral palsy by medical associations, and very little was 
being done for it," he recalled recently. "I found my grand-, 
son was really understanding. He could feel response to joy, 
disappointment, pain, just like any child. He was an ex- 
tremely lovable child. When taken for a car or boat ride, he 
would show marked pleasure at such experiences." 


He disagree^ therefore, with the opinion of the specialists 


that the-child was mentally deficient and that his brain was. 
atrophied 


When little Stanley died, on Oct H, 1*5, his parents 


authorized an autopsy. A study of the bwto ly pathologists of 
the National Institute of Health at Washington, D.C., could 
notdefMtely determine thecaiiserftbetarin damage. Their 
report, which confirmed Dr. Johnson's tfew, Indicated no, 
wasting away of the brain; it weighed fl>e same as that of a 


normal child. 


••Atrophy and brain damage seemed to be a standard 


statement of specialists either to the field of pediatrics, 
phrenologists or any other field to wttcb a physician is in- 
terested in brain damage," Dr. Johnson said. "But there is 
no basis for this statement" 


Dr. Johnson had long been interested in helping children. 


AM through medical school he had dreamed of some day 
having an institution which would minister to children with 
either physical or mental disabilities. 


Provided Opportunity 


"Tire episode furnished the stark opportontty to attempt to 


get something done for the benefit of cerebral palsy," he 
recalled. The physidan began tavoWng himself with the 
problem as much as possible, attending meetings where the 
subject was discussed and joining organizations devoted to 
C.P. This took him to a clinic in Chicago which is conducted 
annually by Dr. Morris Perstein, one of the founders of the 
AcademyforCerebralPalsy, anda neurologiston the faculty 


of Northwestern University." 


Dr. Johnson enrolled for two weeks of intensive schooling 


at Cook County Hospital and Illinois Research Hospital, in 
Chicago. 


He also attended meetings of fee Association for Cerebral 


Palsy and put in an application for membership. He was 
excluded from the organisation, bowewr, since at that time 
membership was restricted to spectaBste. 
! Eventually, after betag turned down for several years Sn 
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the organisation were changed to admit any physidan of 
good standing, the main criterion being that the appUcent 
must show an interest in cerebral palsy.

Dr. Johnson then met with parents of some of the C.P. 


children in the Ripon area, and asked them whether they 
would be willing to enroll their youngsters in a small clinic. 
The response was overwhelmingly favorable, and the 
meeting resulted in the hiring of an occupational therapist 
from Beaver Dam and a physical therapist from Waupun to 
come to Ripon a few days a week to work with the children in 
the basement of the Methodist Church. 


Space and volunteer help were generously given from the 


first The organization soon outgrew the facility at the 
Methodist church, and moved to one of the women's dor- 
mitories on the Ripon College campus. This had been 
reconditioned with the help of local Jaycees and Jaycettes. 


After the center had been in the dormitory for seven 


months, increased enrollment necessitated use of the rooms 
by the college. The Congregational Church then came to the 
rescue with the offer of the empty former parsonage, which 
served as quarters for the center for about eight and one-half 
years, even after it was sold to the college. 


No rental was charged against the association, either by 


the church or by the college. The association agreed merely 
to keep the building in satisfactory condition, and to pay 
operating expenses. 


Seeing the help that was being given to the children, adults 


. began asking whether they, too, could be helped. The center 


i was soon accepting some adults with arthritis and, even- 


, tually, other disabilities.

In March of 1959 Dr. Johnson outlined a program for 


development of the center. The center was incorporated in 
October of that year, and in December, 1961, it was converted 
to a community organization with a nine-member board of 
directors and an advisory board of 15 members. 


Ihe growing number of cases being helped at the Center 


accentuated the need for better facilities, and the board of 
directors decided upon a fund drive with a goal of $140,000 for 
construction of a building that would provide for present 
needs and future growth. 


Within three weeks the fund was oversubscribed, and work 


on the building was begun May 30,1968. The center went into 
operation Dec. 16 of mat year. 


Since the center was established, some 10,000 treatments 


have been givea Much assistance is given by volunteer

So superior was the McLaren-Hulme duo to its competition 


that at this point in the 11-race series, the colorfu New 
Zealanders said they found it necessary to play in tne 
course in order to add interest to the race they were winning. 
During Sunday's event, for instance, Chris Amon, driving a 
Ferrari, passed Hulme on lap 9, temporarily taking second 
place behind McLaren.

When asked to explain his teammate's momentary lapse, 


Mcl-aren said that Hulme was "just daydreaming", but 


regained his original position as soon as a message from the 
pit crew informed him that the Ferrari was ahead of him. 
One may be forgiven for questioning Bruce's explanation, 
considering that the Ferrari held second place for 10 laps. 


And at3:43, when theFerrari's drive shaft vibrated loose, 


the McLaren pit crew seemed pleased to print the words, 
"Amon Out" in fluorescent green and orange to flash at 
Bruce and Dennis as they roared by.

As Birds, Komar Meet

This summer Koraar, the fat pony, has been -'sharing" his 


quarters with a family of feathered friends. I asked him 
where they cama from, and he allowed as how he didn't- 
know. He also commented that they had moved in without so 
much as a "by-your4eave" from him. 


I first noticed them flitting and twitting about right after he 


had finished bis oat dinner, and concluded that they were an 
adventurous sort who didn't mind pitting their speed against 
his size. 


We have had numerous types of birds around the place at 


one time or another — robins, sparrows, meadow larks and 
even a family of hawks, soaring high overhead, wings out- 
spread, suspended on a thermal current. 
. , 


Where the little fellows had come from was a mystery. 


Then one day I noticed that in addition to their foraging 
activities, they had made a nest atop the light-socket housing 
inKomar's stall. A thing of beauty it was not, but apparently 
it was architecturally sound and just right for its inhabitants. 


Research disclosed that these were barn swallows. Further 


research uncovered the fact that they were insect eaters, not 
grain eaters, and our little ranch welcomed them with open 
arms. 


Going back Into the history of me barn swallow, I learned 


mat the first swallow of this type built its nest in caves or 
covered places. When the white man came to mis area and 
began building barns, the swaflows moved right in. 


A warm place next to an eave or beam was just the place to 


raise one^ young... especially when one could count on 
one's dinner flitting just Inches away from one's beak. 


Lived in Harmony 


Thus the barn'swallow lived in harmony with man and 


beast for many years. However, when modern barns with 
air-tight windows and doors came along, the little bird was 
locked out 


Komar is pretty much the keeper of his gate. From the 


early days of spring until late fall,,he will adjust his door to 
let thejair and sunshine in as he decrees. The birds must na ve 
spotted this opening, and taken advantage of it. 


I was interested in the birds mainly to see what reaction 


mere would be among the other animals at our place — the 
dogs; horse and' cat. I also worried about the safety of the 
young ones, who were to arrive shortly. 


At last, after much watching and waiting, the little birds 


hatched, There were two. The adults didn't seem to mind !he 
presence of the horse in the stall, but whenever a human 
came by, they would wheel, turn and screech at the intrusion. 
And I talked so" nicely to them, too! 


My/big fear was that one of the babies would tumble out of 


its nest and be "danced" upon by the fat pony's hooves. I had 
entertained thoughts of moving the horse to a smaller, slip 
staH for the duration. When I mentioned this to Komar, he 
vetoed the idea. I then told him to watch out where he put his 
fat feet, and he promised to do so. 


Soon, the day came when the small birds decided they 


wanted; out, and perched on the edge of the nest. Somewhere 
along the line, their mother must have taught them the 
niceties of keeping the nest tidy, for soon, Komar began to 
look like an Appaloosa — an Indian horse which carries a 
particular markings of spots on its rear quarters. 


Komar didn't seem to mind this, however. 
Apparently (he tiny birds had been given expiict in- 


structions and (raining in the fine art of flying, for they took 
•off all with the aplomb of seasoned flyers.

For a few days they came back to the nest at evening time, 


then they returned to it no more. Whew! 


For the next few days, everytime I heard barking and a lot 


of loud twittering and scolding, I rushed outside, half ei- 
pecting to see a small baby sparrow the object of a friendly 
game of bird dog. 


But no, the sparrows must have been screeching about 


something else. 


I thought all our worries over small baby birds were over 


for the season. But I hadn't read enough about barn

swallows. 


When I noticed a lot of activity around the nest a month 


later, I guessed that someone was going to have another 
hatch. And I was right. It seems that barn swallows have two 
sets a year. And so it appeared that we were going to go 
through the whole thing again 


This time, in addition to worrying about the baby birds 


falling out of their nest, I had to worry about their not being 
suffocated by fly-killer spray, which we use to keep the fly 
population from exploding. 


Whenever I used the fogger, I was careful to shut Komar's 


stall door, so as to prevent the fog from getting in. 


Naturally, Komar objected. He said he couldn't see why he 


had to suffer those insects just because of some eggs in a 
nest. I explained that the swallows were actually his friends, 
eating all the bad mosquitos and flies. 


He didn't buy my explanation completely, but it did 


comfort him somewhat. 


There were three young this time, and they grew up much 


the same as the others, with the exception that their older 
brother and sister helped in the feeding chores. 


Just a few days ago, the last "litter" left and Komar gave 


out a big sigh of relief. 


But the book says that once Hie swallows have picked a 


nesting spot, they will return to it each year. So, I guess they 
will be back — not that I care!

'Come to the Fair!

It was a hot and sticky morning that Wednesday, Aug. 31, 


1904 in Appleton. An overcast sky threatened a storm with its 
rolling black clouds hovering over the city. Nobody seemed 
to care; few even gave the murky sky a questioning glance as 
they went along. 


Farmers' rigs - buggies, surreys and spring wagons - 


made a continuous parade along the west end road from 
College Avenue.'Their horses' hooves and spinning wheels 
raised a cloud of dust as they kept going steadily west toward 
the fairgrounds. 


Pedestrians crowded the side paths along the avenue, 


progressing leisurely in clumps of chattering people, in 
couples walking arm in arm and by families with basket 


Mile. Loretta made 
her famous slide 
for life, hanging 
by her hair. 


lunches and children in tow. Small and medium-sized boys 
darted ahead to reach the fairgrounds quickly, often by way 
of a vault over the wooden fence near the oval racing track. 


All were headed west to the driving park grounds on 


today's Knoke Lumber Company property on what is now 
Unwood Avenue. They were on their way as eary^.10 
o'clock in the morning to become a part of the 1904 fair 
opening day. The Appleton Post called them a "surging 
crowd of enthusiastic, mobile, ever changing, but withal a 
happy-fun-loving people." This year's event promised to be 
one of the most successful ever put on by the Fox River 
Valley Fair Association. 


Charles Fose Manager 


CharlesFose, manager of the fair for the association had 


outdone himself that year. He had brought the best of talent 
to the "pike" the name for the midway in those days. He 
evenhad arranged to have the money purses aU ready f or ttie 
various harness racing events, one of the biggest drawing 
cards for fairgoers and a traditional part of all county fairs 
since they started in New England, back in Colonial days. 


For the first time in the history of horse racing in Appleton, 


winners of the various races were to be paid promptly in cold 
cash at the end of each race. Fose even went to the trouble of 
bundling the coin for each purse into little golden bags and 
hanging them on the home wire so that the drivers could see 


- them dangling there as they drove their sulkies down the 


home stretch. 


"Iwantevery driver to see we've got the money and plenty 


of it. I hope that in after years this scheme of paying of f at foe 
track might influence the best of them to enter in the Ap- 
pleton races." When it was suggested that$800 on the wire in 
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plain sight might induce some highway robbery, Fose 
retorted, "Unless the fellows are equipped with gatling guns 
and perhaps a dozen axes and clubs, they need make no at- 
tempt to get this money - we are equipped for just such 
emergencies and no one will be able to get any of the money 
without putting up a better fight than any I've heard of in 
recent years!" 


The "pike" was ready for business by 9 a.m., the barkers 


getting into practice with their "vocal apparatuses" and 
everyone up and down the pike taking off for a lunch break of 
a "bun and a wiener wurst" in the big dining hall across from 
the exposition building. 


The wire for the famous "slide lor life" had been erected 


early that morning. The upper end of the strong wire was 
attached to the top of the main grandstand and the lower end 
to the ground inside the race track fence. Mile. Loretta was to 
'make her fast descent, hanging by her long hair, once a day 
between the hours of 3 and 4 p.m. 


The big balloon had arrived and was in readiness .or 


Hoffman, the Marvel, to make two ascensions every day and 
•also to drop by parachute when he had reached the proper 
•height ThenewspaperspronouncedtheMarvel's aerial act * 
great success, the reporter and fair attendants watching the 
'practice ascent and drop. 


The exposition building was filled completely. needleworK 


and paintings predominating in the art display and "all sorts 
of baked goods in the culinary department.'- 


30 Free Subscriptions 


It was in this building that Appleton merchants had their 


displays, the Appleton Post offering chances of 30 free 
subscriptions to the newspaper simply by registering names 
in a book This booth was manned by Harold Spencer, whose 
display was called the "A.B.C. of Literature." Arnold 
•Peerenboom was displaying furs and the Tesch Hardware 
Store had an exhibit of an assortment of stoves and ranges. 


The Riverside Greenhouse had an outstanding assortment 


of house plants, palms and greens of all descriptions, while 
Matt Schmidt was showing a collection of men's fall hats ana 
neckties "of the latest fashion" to prove his haberdashery the 
best The clothier also was giving away three pairs of 
Duchess trousers, fitted after the fair in his store, to the 
fairgoers lucky enough to pull the proper numbers after 
registering their names in his big book. 


The Pettibone-Peabody Company was exhibiting the 


newest curtains, rugs and carpets. Pearson, the music man, 
had gramophones and pianos on display with musical en- 
tertainment constant from the big gramophone. According

Undaunted by Triteness 


Worse, we are not dealing with one of those prodigious 


athletes, a shock-technique writer having a million tricks up 
his sleeve. Nor are we involved with one of those extremely 
precious authors whose every phrase seems to be stamped 
•'made-by-hand" and whose showy style comforts tha 
reader-critic at first glance. Francoise Sagan is much too 
careless. Sometimes her grammatical constructions leave a 
lot to be desired, and a trite phrase has never seemed to 
daunt her. Yet, even when she employs cliches, the resulting 
sticky caramel has an individual flavor, like taffy made 
right before our eyes at village fairs, Sagan's books seem to 
be in the process of being written as one reads them This is a 
tremendous compliment, actually, if I add that her latest 
moves at a brisk pace from its opening right to the very end. 


In reviewing a book with such a title one's first impulse is 


to be smart-alecky and make some remark about how this 
time Sagan has soberly diluted her usual whisky with a little 
water. But it is exactly the opposite, in fact. (The title, like 
that of her first novel, Bonjour, tristesse, comes from a poern 
by PaulEluard.) Here, perhaps for the first time, Sagan has 
chosen to deal with profound emotions, to introduce passion 
Into her world of cold couplings motivated by vanity, am- 
bition and skepticism. Suddenly life in Paris is weighed in the 
balance against life in the provinces - and Paris comes out 
the loser. Sunsets replace hungover dawns. The alcoholics, 
carousers, gamblers and moral tricksters of her earlier 
books are still very much in view, of course - but this time 
they are denounced. The arrival of Nathalie Sylvener, the 
heroine from the provinces, into Sagan's closed milieu is a 
little like the entrance of Madame Bovary into the 
discotheque set. Of course the women of the provinces are no 
longer like those in Flaubert's time, but Nathalie and Emma 


Bo\ ary are both marked by the same desire for the absolute 
in romantic love - and come to a similarly < rag<c end. 


But perhaps it might be better to scare at the beginning. 


The first person we meet is Gilles Lantter. A thirty-five-year- 
old journalist, he is a typical Sagan hero - intelligent, at. 
tractive, fighting off women from all sides One day Gilles 
suddenly begins to feel troubled. This blase sophisticate 
seems on the verge of a nervous breakdown. A crisis of ap- 
proaching middle age? Who knows? And it doesn't matter. 
There is really no need, in today's world, to explain why^a 
person should'find himself, one beautiful morning, suddenly 
tired of living. So Gilles leaves Paris, taking refuge in his 
sister's country house near Limoges, There he first en- 
counters Nathalie, the wife of a wealthy magistrate. 
Nathalie, like all Sagan heroines, is intelligent, cultivated, 
elegant, beautiful - and she falls in love with Gilles at first 
sight. Burning all bridges behind her, she decides to live out 
this love to the fullest, no matter whac it will cose her in the 
end. Why? Well, she's just that way, don't ask me why I

French Critics' Prize in 1954, but half the literary world hated

What we term love can only be explained by saying that i£

But ha 
has no wish to complain - not yet, anyway. In almost no time

me to be So now why this after-the-fact carping? And, 
moreover, why must I even ask myself why? What is the 
ulterior motive that puts the brakes on a critic's desire to 
praise a Sagan novel?

For in most respects, the book is a good one. The story 


unfolds with all the skill suitable to the work o! a highly 
knowledgeable writer and craftsman. I cannot remember 
one inane passage in it (and if you think that's not 
remarkable then you're very wrong); moreover, some of the 
apercus delivered off-handedly in that manner of amused 
detachment so typically Sagan's are extremely sharp m their 
insight. The conversations, more tightly compressed than 
,'ven stage dialogue (from which Sagan borrows some highly 
Effective tricks of the trade) are irreproachable in their 
powers of suggestion. What's more, we are offered other 
divertissements as well- a glimpse .into the world of a 
hitherto unsuspected provincial society, for instance, with its 
teas and balls held on richly shaded lawns. And, to add spice, 
there is a fair amount of romantic byplay within the plotting 
which pleasantly bewilders us ... and makes us read on. In 
short, the book is a completely professional piece of work. A 
work of art even B u t . . . 


But . . yes, there is something missing. And that's why 


there must remain a final reservation. For in this special 
Saganesque world things are never what they are in our own 
Hers is such a closed little universe. The characters exist 
within their own tiny certainties, living and breathing, yes, 
but never quite managing to evoke the surrounding mystery 
of life. Everything occurs as if some immensely clever 
psychoanalyst had cured Sagan's people of all their un- 
certainties, superstitions and child-like terfors beforehand. 
To be sure, they still suffer- but, oh, how lucidly! They have 
an answer for everything: Anxious? Have a drink. Weary of 
soul? Go to the country. Hungover? Take an Equanil- or an 
Alka-Seltzer. It is all a little too pat. You might protest that 
Nathalie attempts to reinvent love, to give it a new value 
upon this closed stage - and is destroyed by her attempt. 
And, to be sure, there is a truly sad ending. But it's merely 
that: sad. The so-highly-praised spareness of Sagan's style 
works against her here; it deprives the reader of all mystery, 
or lyricism. And that, in the long run, is just what's needed:

A person learning to play a musical Instrument or trying to 


acquire any skill is expected to spend a great deal of time 
practicing. 


Yet very few would-be photographers practice with their 


cameras in dry-run rehearsals. In fact, if you saw a friend 
taking pictures and found out he had no film in the camera, 
that he was "just rehearsing," what would your normal 
reaction be: 


"That's a smart idea!" or "You must be nuts!" 
It is indeed a smart idea but if a camera Isn't handy there's 


another game to be played without It: seeing pictures... good 
pictures. 


It takes conscious effort to see perceptively, to become 


aware of rewarding images. You look for details and 
closeups that may be better than the whole. You find other 
camera angles— very high or low or to one side that may 
dramatize because the viewpoint Is off-beat. You study the 
light and see its effect as a backlight, sidelight or highlight 
You visualize mood-making images at twilight, at night or in 
fog, mist or rain. 


If practice makes perfect, as they say, these exercises In 


seeing and in camera handling should pay 
1 off when there's 


film In the camera and you're out after real pictures not 
mental images. 


Everest Higher 


Than McKinley 


By Clara Hussong 


I sent tear sheets of several of my columns about our 


Alaska trip to my sister, Ruth, who accompanied me. In a 
recent letter she commented: 


"I'm sure you've had calls and letters by now telling you of 


the mistake you made about Mount McKinley. It is a long, 
long way from being the highest mountain in the northern 
hemisphere. There are about 20 or more mountains higher in 
Nepal, India, China, Pakistan and Russia. Their altitudes 
range from 22,000 to Mount Everest, over 29,000, and they're 
all above the equator." 


So here it is: Mount McKinley, 20,300 feet high, is the 


highest point in North America, not the northern hemisphere, 
Its upper half is permanently covered with snow and ice. 


Several people asked me if there was ice and snow around 


wherever we went. We saw ice and snow every day in Alaska, 
but we had to look at mountain tops to see it. Even on the boat 
ride along the Inside Passage m the southernmost part of 
Alaska we saw snow-topped mountains. In the towns and 
cities along the water, the climate is warmer than it is here, 
especially in winter. Just as in our Northwestern States and 
British Columbia, the people enjoy a mild, wet climate. We 
were told that "on the average, it rains there 400 days of the 
year." It rained every day that we were on the boat, and 
consequently we took few pictures. 


The tour bus drivers, who were our main sources of in- 


formation, told us that in Anchorage the summer tem- 
perature is mostly in the 70's, and that in winter there are 
occasional spells of cold when it drops to 20 or 30 below. 


It is thus much like our own weather,, albeit perhaps a bit 


cooler both summer and winter. Anchorage is practically 
surrounded by water, which accounts for the comparative 
mildness. 


Fairbanks, which is farther north and away from a large 


body of water, is known for its extremes k temperature. It 
may go as high as 88 degrees in summer and 70 below in 
winter, we were told. The summer season is brief in Fair- 
banks, with snow expected soon after Sept. 1. 


Both cities displayed beautiful flower plots, around homes 


and municipal buildings and in parks. The flowers were 
unusually large and beautiful, and make up some of my best 
slides. I'm proud of my pictures of malamute dogs, too. I 
have one of a blond malamute with blue eyes. On our tours in 
various places we visited several kennels with show dogs. 


If you'd like to read a book about what Alaska is really like, 


read Tay Thomas' "Only in Alaska" (Doubleday, $5.95). She 
is the wife of Lowell Thomas Jr., who is now a congressman 
from Alaska, 


The family moved there in 1962, and she tells about con- 


ditions there— their homes, schools, churches, traveling by 
plane, boat or train, camping trips, gardening, food prices 
and so on. She also tells of the earthquake in 1964 in which 
they lost their home in Anchorage and most of their 
belongings. She loves Alaska and is enthusiastic about Its 
future.

Not long ago I was asked what I considered best for a 


hanging basket, and my reply was, "a water-proof floor". 
^answer is not as flippant as I'm afraid it may have 
Banded at the time; in my opinion, whether a hanging 
ttanter is made of wood, wire, plastic or ceramic, whether it 
s mostly open spaces or nearly solid, is not nearly so im- 
tortantas where it ishung. Hit has drainage holes, it should 
never be suspended over a finished floor (sealed, varnished, 
waied, etc.), nor over carpets; such a location makes 
watering far too difficult to accomplish without drips. If the 
hangingbasketisnot provided withholes for draining excess 
water, then watering may be easier but getting rid of any 
excess wffi require special handling. Hanging planters 
should be hang over some type of surface that will take 
water-spills without harm. 


me second most important thing about a hanging planter 


Is what it is hung by, and hung on. The old saying about a 
chainbeingonlyasstrongasitsweakestlink was never more 
toTthan when applied to a hanging basket Even a smaB, 
basket weighs quite a tot after a thorough watering, and if 
there is any weakness in a chain-link, in the chains' at-! 
tochmentpoints to the basket, or in whatever they arehung 
from, you'll soon know it! And you simply wouldn't believe 
bow far wet soil, broken plants and liner-moss can scatter 
whendroppedfromany height. Not unless it has happened to 
you, as it has to me. 


Baskets should be lined with sheet-moss, long strand 


8phagnum moss, old burlap, or whatever will retain the soU 
while permitting water to escape. Plastic liners may be used 
if fcey provide adequate drainage. Watering is bes ac- 
complished by dunking the basket in a deep contamer f died 
with water; set the basket aside to drain after it is completely 
goaked before re-hanging it.

cats are perhaps material objects — and which we in. our 
ignorance call sounds." 


So there' My musicianship is vindicated after all these 


years. Forgive me, Tammy, for having unjustly felt 
aggrieved with you! 


For her "part, Tammy's vocal achievements seemed to be 


rather limited. Unlike the male cats in the neighborhood, she 
was not allowed much freedom and thus had little op- 
portunity to indulge in the back-fence orgies, the curdling 
sounds of which are so familiar to would-be slumberers 
everywhere. Having heard plenty of these sounds, I am not 
surprised at the estimate Mr. Mery gives of a 60-note range in 
the cat vocabulary. 


Tammy, however, did not illustrate this range, "buc instead 


expressed herself mostly in eerie little un-cat-like cries and 
in very cat-like purrs. Often she resorted to the Silent Miaow. 


Paul Galileo, in his delightful book of the same name, could 


have been'writing of Tammy when he made his feline 
narrator say: "We are fortunate that our sounds are 
somewhat like those of a child", and in another, "The Silent 
Miaow shakes people to the core. It appears to sum up for 
therasuch a burden of unhappiness and need that we are not 
able to give voice to it,. .It is a un-cry of despair and longing 
that pierces swiftly and directly to the human heart," 


Listening'to some modern music, I am looking forward to 


the day when these cats, too, learn the appeal of tbe Silent 
Miaow.

There has been growing evi-

while Broadway endeavor has 
hung around 55 shows each sea- 
son-if this year's trend con- 
tinues, that total will be about 
30. Last season there were 94 
off-Broadway shows. 


Additionally the efforts of 


several impresarios, and most 
notably the 
APA-Phoenix 


company, to establish «&*&? 
on Broadway as a workable if 
not profitable undertaking, 
failed dismally. 


Now it appears that, although 


landlords may moan the dearth 
of tenants, the producers still 
active are more warily judging 
potentiality before hiring casts 
and heading for the big time. 
Plays of worth but potentially 
limited in interest are going into 
the little theaters at a lot lower 
cost.

I The title of Claude Chabrol's newest film, "The Faithless 


Wife" (La Femme Infidele), is vaguely misleading. For it hints 
at a study in eroticism that is not at all Chabrol's aim, It is too 
reminiscent, on the one hand, of Godard's "A Married Woman/' 
and of certain "boulevard" comedies about cuckolds. Actually, 
"The Faithless Wife" completes a study of human relationships 
that Chabrol began in 1966 with "La Scandale" (released in the 
•U.S. only in a dubbed and badly truncated, grainy-print version 
known as "The Champagne Murders") and carried even further 
with "Les Biches," his 1968 international success. 


"The Champagne Murders" analyzed the relationships 


between four people, two men and two women, and showed

is Nirvana. Not the title, not the stars, not the subject 
matter. The director's last name is enough to start a 
queue a block long. Splashed in with the New Wave,'

U.S. than his friends Codard, Truffaul, and De Broca, 
has in his latest film, "The Faithless Wife," what France- 
Soir calls "the most beautiful explanation of a man and 
a wife ever filmed." Old Chabrols, by the way, include 
The Champagne Murders, The Cousins and Les Biches. 
Although released a year ago, "The Faithless Wife" is 
not yet, unfortunately, at your neighborhood theater. 
Guy Braucourt, critic for Cinema 69, elaborates. 


avarice to be a much stronger motivation than love or sex in the 
lives of the haute bourgeoisie. "Les Biches," in turn, dissected 
three people — two lesbianic women, and the man who came 
between them. Both films ended in a surprise murder that also 
succeeded in throwing all previous suppositions about the 
characters into a new light. "The Faithless Wife" also contains 
a murder— but here the emphasis is upon two characters only, 
a man and his wife. (Since the third person involved— the lover 
—appears only in two relatively brief scenes, he never concerns 
the viewer much as an individual, despite Maurice Ronet's 
effective performance.) 


•Nearly perfect existence 


The husband, Charles (Michel Bouquet), is a successful 


middle-aged businessman with offices in a smart section of 
Paris. He lives with his lovely wife, Helene (played by Chabrol's 
own wife, Stephane Audran — also one of the principals in the 
other two films of his trilogy) in a beautiful villa on the outskirts 
of Versailles. They both dote on their 10-year-old son, As the film 
opens, with a pre-credits sequence that sets the tone in warm 
color photography, it would seem that Charles has a nearly 
perfect existence: a lovely home, a beautiful wife, an intelligent 
child — even a witty, understanding "modern" mother who 
never overstays her welcome. But before 10 minutes have 
passed Chabrol has already planted some disquieting clues. 
Charles seems a little too absorbed in his business affairs, for 
one thing, a little too tired for his age. He shows no romantic 
interest in his wife — nor she in him. Their idea of a good 
evening is sitting before the television set, drinks in hand, 
scarcely talking to each other. 


Just by chance Charles walks into a room where his wife is 


making a telephone call There is nothing out of the ordinary in 
that — except for the brief look of panic that flickers across her 
face. Also, Helene has been spending her afternoons in Paris 
rather frequently of late; she always has good excuses, of 
course: a date at her hairdresser's, shopping and marketing to 
be done, etc. But Charles begins to be tortured by doubt. He 
rather embarrassedly hires a private detective. And, less than a 
week later, the detective confronts him with a photograph: a 
man in his thirties, quite handsome, a writer, who lives hi tha 
suburb of Neuilly, 


Charles says nothing about what he has learned to his wife. 


Appearances must, at all costs, be kept up in such a world, 
Charles has no wish to disturb, in any manner, the "balance" of 


his life, so important, or so Chabrol believes, in bourgeois 
existences. 


But Charles, prompted by motives which he himself does not 


.quite understand, goes one day to visit his wife's lover. The man, 
'Victor, after some nervous evasiveness at first, smilingly 
confesses everything. The scene between the two men is 
perhaps one of the most masterly — and most quietly perverse 
— in all cinema. They have a drink together. Charles asks to bo 
taken around Victor's apartment, including the bedroom. All at 
once, sitting on the still unmade bed, he feels ill, and staggers 
out of the room. Victor offers him an aspirin; and, suddenly, and 
seemingly without any premeditation whatsoever, Charles hits 
him over the head with an objet d'art, and kills him. This almost 
unconscious "gesture" on his part soon transforms itself into an 
existential "act" in theSartrean sense of the term. The murder 
has suddenly revealed Charles to himself, as nothing ever had 
previously. A strange calmness comes over him. Carefully, 
meticulously, he removes all traces of his presence from the 
apartment and then sets about disposing the body, putting it in 
the trunk of his car and then throwing it into a country pond. 
(These scenes are highly evocative, in their manipulation of 
suspense through the utilization of gruesome down-to-earth 
detail, of those in which Anthony Perkins got rid of the dead 
Janet Leigh in "Psycho.") 


Precious equilibrium regained 


Charles, having watched the body disappear beneath the 


green ooze of the pond, returns home in time to take part in tha 
party Helene is giving for their son, who has just won first prize 
in his history examinations. Once more the precious equilibrium 
has been regained. Charles feels no guilt. He has, after all, 
preserved a meaningful conjugal relationship. But com- 
plications soon arise. The police find Helena's name and address 
in an appointment book in Victor's apartment Two plain- 
clothesmen visit her when Charles is away at work. Gradually, 


she comes to realize the truth — that her husband has killed her 
lover. But this is when the film becomes most subtle and icily 
moving. Helene is a wife and mother first — as good and up- 
standing a member of the bourgeoisie as Charles. And thus she 
realizes that her husband must be protected. Without either of 
them ever openly stating what each knows about the other, a 
great complicity now springs up between them . .. and, sur- 
prisingly enough, intense love—perhaps for the first tune. (This 
is illustrated in two short scenes which Chabroi in his mastery 
almost throws away through understatement: at the beginning 
of the film, during dinner when Charles first suspects his wife of 
having a lover, he suddenly asks her, "Do you love me?" and 
she, astonished, flustered, counters with: "What makes you ask 
such a question?" Then, at the end of the film, when Helene 
knows that he has killed Victor, and Charles in turn realizes her 
knowledge, he looks at her and says, '1 love you," to which she 
responds this time, simply, "I love you.") 


Real drama left unspoken 


A dark comedy of a bourgeois marriage then. But, as in all 


Chabrol films, the real drama is what is left unspoken— not the 
commonplace banalities we overhear. For real sentiments, In 
such a closed world, must never be stated outwardly, or the 
precious stasis will be destroyed forever. And Chabrol's style, 
with its slow traveling and panning shots across the sunny 
facade of the villa and along its sumptuous garden and lawn, is 
perfectly matched to these claustrophobic lives. The various 
eating sequences are particularly telling—for Chabrol, coming 
from such an environment himself, realizes how many unspoken 
dramas are played out over bourgeois dinner tables. And he has 
been remarkably aided here by his excellent leads. 


Like the people it describes, "The Faithless Wife" is polished 


and sophisticated, not at all given to false theatrics. Its manner 
perfectly suits the depiction of a marriage long worn smooth of 
any overt crises by a commonly shared, financially comfortable

She's well versed 
on political, religious and social matters. 


At age 10 she wrote a school thesis on

It made a lasting im- 
pression on her. 


Miss Baker's next appearance on TV is

Without intending it as a put- 


down, the IDEA of "Fathers 
and Sons' by Muddy Waters, 
Paul Butterfield, Otis Spann. 
Mike Bloomfield and others, is 
more satisfying than the actual 
product (Chess LPS 127; two 
records). 


Just think, Muddy Waters, 


truly one of the great blues 
singers of history, recording an 
album with two young, white 
musicians who are reputed to be 
among the best non-black blues 
men ever. Bloomfield's guitar. 
Butterfield's harmonica . . - 
-wow, it's too much. Like 
anything else, it isn't too much, 
which is going to be held against 
it. It's just enough, but that 
won't satisfy some critics whose 
names flash before me even 
now (Discreetly, he doesn't 
name them.) They will crucify 
Muddy, if they're blues purists, 
for sounding too much like 
rock; they will berate it ^as 
disappointing, 
if 
they're 


devoted hard rock lovers, for 
NOT sounding like Hendrix or 
Clapton. 


Perhaps the best thing to do is 


forget WHO is playing what and 
concentrate on ^WHAT the 
various who are playing. For 
instance, you'll go a long way 
before you hear better blues 
harp work than what But- 


terfield blows. Forget the 
argument that his inspirations 
are unsatisfactory because he 
isn't black. That's junk. That's 
snobbism if you're black, 
reverse snobbism if you're 
white, stupidity either way.

Bloomfield's guitar is out- 


standing throughout and not

overdo 


something. The only complaint 
is that his solos are cut too 
short, but that may be his way 
of not upstaging "father,', if 
that could be done. And add 
Spam's superb piano, some of 
which was dubbed later, and 
you have a two-record set which 
is dose to being without flaws. 


Trying to anticipate others' 


gripes, I suppose there will be 
remarks that little stands out.

1 Quartet became a legend in its 
lifetime and not the least factor 
in its reputation was its playing 
of the Beethoven quartets. The 
group recorded the entire set 
twice, once in monaural and 
again in stereo, but the former, 
cut in 1951, still stands as the 
ultimate in the playing of the 
masterpieces; 
consequently, 


Odessey isn't stretching a point 
in re-issuing the old Columbia 
recordings as a "Legendary 
Performance."' 


The first of what is obviously 


a multi-volumed set of the 
complete recordings constitutes 
one of the finest and most im- 
pressive re-issues on any label 
in a long time. Here is all the 
precision, tone and artistry of 
the world's finest string quartet 
at its best. 


Personally, I always found 


the Budapest a bit cold, but

Odessey practically matches 


its Budapest album with this 
second release in its Legendary 
Performances. If Gieseking 
hadn't died at the top of his 
powers and just before stereo 
recording became the thing, he 
would be better known today — 
as it is, his recordings of the 
Beethoven sonatas rank with 
those of Artur Schnabel. 


The great German pianist 


was more than an interpreter of 
Beethoven, however, and in its 
time his Debussy stood equally 
high. Unfortunately, in the 
enthusiasm for stereo, most of 
his recordings were scuttled, 
only now to be returned to the 
catalogue. 


This is high artistry and 


splendid piano playing of most 
lovely music. Fortunately, too, 
Odessey has made no effort to 
gimmick the re-issues with 
pseudo-stereo (which never did 
solo piano any good anyway), 
and the performances are just 
as Gieseking made them. In 
very fine sound, too, it might be 
added.

Serkin and the Philadelphians

rWSPAPER! 


Should press have government ref?

For some time now the idea that there should be a new legal 


right— an enforceable "right of access" to the press— has been 
the favorite rallying cry of ail those who are inclined to blame 
the press for this country's ills. For them the recent Supreme 
Court decision in the Red Lion case heralds a new day — some 
future day on which the decision as to whether an individual's 
views shall receive press coverage will rest — not upon the 
judgment of reporters or editors, and still less upon that of 
publishers or executives — but wiih some form of government 
referee. 


Thus far an individual's right of access, insofar as Red Lion 


has confirmed or established it, applies only to that part of the 
press— the broadcast press — which is subject to the licensing 
authority of the Federal Communications Commission. Even 
then it applies only to situations in which a person has been 
personally attacked in connection with the discussion of a 
controversial issue on certain types of programs. Nevertheless, 
Red Lion has encouraged those who believe that an enlarged 
right of access ought to be applied to all media—print as well as 
broadcast. 


The case for a right of access is based upon two assertions 


which are part of the new conventional wisdom. The first of 
these assertions is that there is a grievous lack of access to the 
media by those who most actively seek radical change in our 
society — the dissident, the young, the black. Failure by these 
groups to obtain access, it is speculated, frustrates them and 
drives them to obtain access in the only way they know how — 
by disruption and other anti-social activity. The third leg of this 
syllogism is that, if more adequate access were offered, the 
frustration of dissident groups would be eased, the amount of 
social disruption would be lessened, and a constructive dialogue 
would ensue which would lead to the peaceful solution of 
national problems along democratic lines. 


This syllogism has become dogma for many contemporary 


social critics. So much so that few bother themselves with the 
question whether its underlying premise— a substantial lack of 
access by dissident or minority groups to the marketplace of 
ideas in this country — is valid. 


Challenge those who make charge 


I challenge those who allege such lack of access to support the 


charge with a content analysis which would document it. I know 
of none. With respect to television and radio in particular — the 
media with which I am most familiar — I believe that any 
comprehensive analysis of the personalities and views exposed 
would show that minority spokesmen and views of all sorts have 
received liberal access and attention. Indeed, by far the most 
common complaint we receive from the public concerning news 
and public affairs broadcasts is that the amount of time and 
attention devoted to dissident and minority views has been 
excessively disproportionate to the significance of these views 
and of the persons who espouse them. During the 30s the term 
"lunatic fringe" was coined to describe those whose views were 
either so fanciful or antisocial as not to merit serious attention 
from responsible media. The phrase has fallen out of favor — 
and no wonder. Certainly there is hardly any nostrum which has 
surfaced in this troubled decade of the 60s for which television 
-and radio have not afforded a forum, however hateful or 
repugnant the spokesman or his views may have been. 


The fact of the matter is that journalists in all media - in- 


cluding in the broadcast press - have during the 60s become 
preoccupied with the journalistic phenomena of dissent James 
Russell Wiggins, former editor of the Washington Post, referred 
to this, in a Sigma Delta Chi Foundation lecture delivered early 
this year, as "apocalyptic journalism" - a journalism 
"engaged by perversities, fascinated by physical violence and 
hypnotized by aberration." The seriously underreported section 
of the populace, suggests Mr. Wiggins, is not minority groups 
but the middle class; "the press," he says, "is going to have to 
send into that undiscovered country at least as many 
correspondents as it sends abroad." It seems entirely possible 
that the claim that there is insufficient access by dissident 
groups is another paradoxical product of the familiar crisis of 


rising expectations. In other words, the clamor for more access 
may, in fact, be the result of the greatly increased access which 
contemporary journalists - particularly television journalists 


— are providing. 


Seme critics of the press concede that it has on the whole 


performed responsibly in presenting the views of dissident and 
minority groups, but argue that the access of such groups to the 
press is nevertheless inadequate so long as the journalist in- 
tervenes between such individuals and the public. The ghetto 
dweller, the peace marcher, the revolutionary student must, 
these critics say, be permitted to speak to the public directly. As 
FCC Commissioner Johnson, a leading exponent of this view, 
put it recently: "Members and representatives of this country's 
minority groups must be given the broadcast time to speak for 
themselves. It is no longer sufficient for the 'establishment' to 
serve as its 'interpreters' to the predominantly white majority." 


Omit KKK and Birchers 


It is characteristic of those who hold this view thai the 


examples they choose of groups who need this direct access 
rarely include'theKuKluxKlan, the John Birch Society or other 
elements of the extremist right wing - groups which never- 
theless would be quick to claim such a right. In any event, the 
Red Lion case, by upholding FCC rules giving to a person at- 
tacked the right to appear personally and make a response, in 
some measure reflects the view that the intervention of 
professional journalists is both objectionable and unnecessary. 
For those rules totally disregard the journalist's role, and 
compel a station to furnish broadcast time for a personal ap- 
pearance by a person attacked even though the attack is made 
by an individual not himself appearing personally on the 
station's facilities, even though the charges comprising the 
attack are entirely true, and even though the station may 
already have reported the defense or justification of the person 
attacked. 


The inflexibility of such a rule contrasts sharply with the way 


in which judgments as to access are made by news 
organizations under the old dispensation. Both in newspapers 
and in broadcast news organizations the choice of persons whose 
reactions and views will be allotted space and time is in the 
hands of reporters and editors who make that choice on the basis 
of what is loosely called "newsworthiness" but involves 
sophisticated judgments as to significance, context and 
background. The key judgment at the operating level is usually 
vested in a person — sometimes referred to in journalism 
schools as a "gatekeeper" — who makes the final decision as to 
the selection, order, priority and emphasis of the day's news. 
Yet in a larger sense each and every reporter and editorial 
employe is a gatekeeper with a multitude of exclusionary 
choices to make. Each such person exercises a subjective' 
discretion, but one based on experience and expertise. 


Craft now a profession 


It is widely acknowledged that over a period of the past 50 


years the craft of journalism has become increasingly that of a 
profession. Originally, perhaps, there was a good deal of self- 
serving hoopla about that claim. Now there can be little doubt 
about it. In training, and in his attitude towards his job, the 
American journalist at his best sees his profession as the 
discharge of a trust. This is just as true at CBS News as it is at 
The New York Times. And during that same 50-year period the 
degree to which the working newsman is influenced by business 
management or by advertisers has, it is generally conceded, 
greatly decreased. The day of publishers like Hearst or Pat- 
terson or McCormick, who sought to impose their biases upon 
reporters and editors, is long past. In the relatively young field 
of network television, there is a fierce pride in the tradition of 
independence which has been achieved. Chet Huntley of NBC 
was quoted lastyear in The New Yorker magazine as saying: "I 
think our medium—television—is the most nearly independent 
on earth." Herbert J. Cans, a sociologist who is making a long- 
range study of the mass media, has said: "Despite the old 
stereotype that media employes report the news as their owners 
and advertisers see fit, this is not true of national television and 


magazines, however true it may be of the local press." Eric 
Sevareid. in a letter written to TV Guide recently, strongly 
supported this evaluation: "For nearly six years I have been 
doing almost nightly broadcasts which involve opinion on 'The 
CBS Evening News.' Not once have 1 been even faintly aware of 
any censorious pressures from any sponsor." 


Freedom of speech and of the press are separately stated in 


•he First Amendment, and the distinctions between these two 
related freedoms should be kept in mind. An organ of in- 
formation does not exist to serve the unrestrained freedom of 
speech of individual members of its public, or even of its own 
editorial staff; still less does it exist to be a therapeutic outlet for 
the frustrated. The collection and dissemination of news is and 
must be a professional and group effort, and its function is to 
serve the need of the public to be informed. Freedom of the 
press presupposes the opportunity of an organ of information to 
attempt to provide for the reader, listener or viewer — out of the 
welter of events and impressions which make up the daily quota 
of happenings — some sense-making whole. 


Learned Hand once described this function in these words: 


"News is history; recent history, it is true, 
but veritable history, nevertheless; and 
history is not total recall, but a deliberate 
pruning of, and culling from, the flux of 
events. Were it possible by some magic 
telepathy to reproduce an occasion in all its 
particularity, all reproductions would be 
Interchangeable; the public could have no 
choice, provided that the process should be 
mechanically perfect But there is no such 
magic; and if there were, its result would be 
immeasurably wearisome, and utterly 
fatuous."' 


] i js the function thus described that demands the intervention 


ol professional journalists between the event and the public; it is 
this function which militates against the concept of news 
organizations as common carriers of other people's views, with 
no control over content. 


It is hard to conceive of any prototype for the concept of a 


personal and individual access to the public - not involving 
some editorial intervention - except perhaps Hyde Park or 
Union Square. But there is this to be said about Hyde Park and 
Union Square: the speaker gets the attention only he himself can 
command. By contrast, implicit in the claim to a right of access 
is that a man has not only the right to speak, but the right to an 
audience. 
• • 


Another prototype which has been suggested are the talk 


shows on radio and television on which members of the public 
have an opportunity to speak out on any subject they wish. It has 
been argued that such shows are the modern counterpart of the 
town meeting of old and an illustration of how access to the press 
might be provided. But the town meeting, at its best, never 
satisfied, and it was never intended to satisfy, the need of the 
public for an organ of news and information. Further, many of 
these shows "make a mockery of the analogy to the town 
meeting." In town meetings, he has noted, "the speakers were 
known to the assembly, who could tell whether it was the town 
sage who was speaking - or the village idiot," whereas par- 
ticipants on talk shows are usually anonymous and are often 
permitted to engage in abuse and scurrility, "substituting sheer 
name calling for reasoned argument." In short, even for a town 
meeting to be meaningful there must be some process of 
selection, some intervention by a moderator — in a phrase, 
some editorial control. 


Ready to test application 


Within a week after the decision of the Red Lion case, I 


received a letter from a gentleman in Pennsylvania who, having 
read that case, was ready to test its application. Quoting the 
Court's dictum that "there is no sanction in the First Amend- 
ment for unlimited private censorship in a medium not open to 
all," my correspondent wrote that it seemed to him entirely 
appropriate that a "test should bejnade to determine if a license

issued through an act of Congress can be used to limit any 
person's freedom of speech." 


He thereupon requested that air time be given to him on "The 


CBS Evening News With Walter Cronkite" for the purpose of 
discussing his views. He ended: "Of course, it would be a most 
gracious and wonderful gesture on the part of CBS if it would 
freely acknowledge that it enjoys no Constitutional right to 
exercise editorial freedom and abandon that practice insofar as 
the presentation of controversy is concerned. Instead CBS could 
set itself up as a public forum where all constructive views could 
be solicited and exposed." 


My correspondent did not say who is to determine what is a 


"constructive view" and what is not. Nevertheless, while he 
may have been unduly hopeful, the position he asserted — that 
we were limiting his freedom of speech unless we gave him 
access — was not merely silly. Any reader of Justice White's 
opinion in the Red Lion case might well be excused for believing 
that it presages a new kind of broadcast press in this country 
and, perhaps, by extension and Implication, new kinds of 
newspapers and magazines as well, In the new era it may no 
longer be possible to say, as Ben Franklin is reputed to have 
said, "My newspaper is not a stage coach with seats for 
everyone." 


Emphasizes choice of viewpoints 


In the final analysis the question is whether we have a new 


first Amendment, a First Amendment no longer primarily 
concerned with government Intervention but with editorial 
decisions made by news organs. To these editorial decisions the 
Court in Red Lion applies the pejorative term "private cen- 
sorship." One of our colleagues recently stated that it was no 
longer relevant to fear government censorship since "private 
censorship" is the real enemy. The new rubric among those who 
think as he does is that government regulation which is as- 
sertedly in aid of free speech is not a violation of the First 
Amendment. The Red Lion case now gives some judicial sanc- 
tion to this view. 


Insofar as that case validated the Federal Communications 


Commission's general Fairness Doctrine it does not, perhaps, 
breach conventional notions of the appropriate limits of 
governmental concern, at least for a medium with the special 
characteristics of broadcasting. Unlike the Personal Attack 
Rules, the Fairness Doctrine did not vest any enforceable right 
of access in any individual; Indeed, while adjuring the 
presentation of differing viewpoints on significant controversial 
issues, it emphasizes that the choice of \iewpomts to be 
presented, and of spokesmen to present the viewpoints, is within 
the discretion of the broadcaster. The Fairness Doctrine is thus 
consistent with the objective o£ any good journalistic 
organization. 


But Red Lion's support of the Personal Attack Rules, which A® 


vest a personal right of access, may encourage the argument 
that any governmental measure whose obvious purpose is to 
improve press performance can be justified under the First 
Amendment I hope this proposition will be given some skeptical 
attention. Doubtless to some, for example, it would seem ap- 
propriate for a government to require by law that reporters take 
reasonable care in checking the accuracy of their information. 
Those who have read about the recent trial of a newspaper 
editor in South Africa, on'the ground of misreporting conditions 
in South African prisons, may have some lingering doubt as to 
whether such a rule is a tolerable one in a free society. For press 
censorship under government controlled press systems is in- 
variably implemented under innocent-sounding statutes which 
solemnly purport to improve the performance of the press. 


The idea of a referee — whether judge or administrative of- 


ficial —who could compel individual access to the press sounds 
equally Innocent. More than 20 years ago, Professor Zechariah 
Chaf ee of the Harvard Law School described how the Hutchins 


Commission on Freedom of the Press toyed with a similar 
scheme for government-imposed responsibility. Concluded' 
Professor Chafee: "Any judge or official who undertook to 
displace the editorial staff and write the newspaper would do a 
miserable job even if the First Amendment did not forbid him to 
try... The situation as to content is not desperate and does not 
demand desperate remedies of unprecedented government 
controls over what is said." As I have tried to Indicate, tha 
standards of fairness today applied by the press are even less 
demanding of desperate remedies. 


Who would referee, me or thee? 


I fear that many who would like the press to have a govern- 


mental referee are bemused by the idea that they or people like 
them would be among the referees chosea Professor Chafee 
also had something to say about that: "Whenever anybody is 
inclined to look to the government for help in making the mass 
media do what we desire of them, he had better ask himself one 
antiseptic question: 'Am I envisaging myself as the official who 
is going to administer the policy which seems to me so good?' 
Justice Holmes remarked that, when socialism came, he hoped 
he would be 'on the committee.' You and I are not going to be on. 
the committee which is charged with making newspapers or 
radio scripts better written and more accurate and impartial. It 
is very easy to assume that splendid fellows in our crowd will be 
exercising the large powers over the flow of facts and opinions 
which seem to us essential to save society, but that is an 
iridescent dream. We must be prepared to take our chances with 
the kind of politicians we particularly dislike, because that is 
what we may get." 


In this connection it would be well to remember that if the 


First Amendment permits the Federal government to decide 
who shall have access to the press and who shall not, on the 
ground that such a right of access is in aid of the First Amend- 
ment, it would appear that the Fourteenth Amendment should 
be interpreted to offer equal latitude to the States. The ad- 
vocates of a right of access should ask themselves if they would 
accept, with equanimity, the possibility of the appointment by 
State governors of—in Professor Chafee's phrase — "splendid 
fellows in our crowd" to referee the press. I would only remark 
that some newspapers did not fare well under George Wallace 
under the oldFirst Amendment and might not be able to survive 
other George Wallaces — or their appointees — under the new. 


The press is not perfect. Certainly the broadcast press is not. 


But is probably a more satisfactory system than any system in 
which news judgments are made by a governmental official. 
This, in any event, I take to be the theoryvof the First Amend- 
ment upon which, as is often repeated, "we have staked our all."

Australian television is like an egg in toe 


hands of a megalomaniac chef. Terms oC 
reference boiled; local talent fried; im- 
ported programs steamed; ideas poached, 
aims muddled; result scrambled. I believe 
that unlike comparable countries we have 
attempted too much too soon and in tha 
attempt have overstrained, yet under- 
used, our resources. 


All the local protesters find common 


nourishment in the Vincent Report. This, 
named for its chairman who is now dead, 
was prepared in the early 60s by a non- 
party committee of Commonwealth 
Parliamentarians. They heard a huge 
number of witnesses and drew conclusions 
which blasted the laissez faire attitude of 
government, and by inference, the 
governed. Their report was tabled in 1963 
and has never been debated. The inference 
is plain: TV, the powerful persuader, has 
no priority as a national responsibility, 
and the Liberals would prefer to avoid the 
subject 


Among other recommendations, the 


Vincent Report urged specific govern- 
mental and commercial action to provide 
Continuous and rewarded work for artists 
and technicians, on which to base an 
Australian drama and film industry. 
There is little or no sign that such reforms 
wUl be made in an organized way, but 
there is a stirring at the bottom of the 
under-tended garden. The Control Board 
cautiously rustled the undergrowth by 
asking for a 50 per cent Increase in the 
home-grown product in prune viewing 
time, Which took place in July. This is 
increased Australian material televised 
between? and 9:30 p.m. from 12 to 18 hours 
per month. Not a spectacular undertaking, 
0ut on current output most commercial 
stations would find it so. 


For a population of only 12 million, we 


have mounted four channels in each of the 
main state capital cities and three in the 
Others. These feed a network of regional 
Stations in the inland. In each state one' 
channel-and-network is run by the 
Australian Broadcasting Commission on 
taxpayers' money — and there's never 
•enough—and operates on much the same 
ethos as Britain's BBC: no ad-' 
vertisements, an injunction to inform and 
educate as well as entertain. The 
remaining channels and networks are all 
Commercial and mostly affiliated with 
commercial radio stations and the press, a 
concentration of ownership of mass media 
which must be unique. 


Naturally the commercial stations are 


primarily interested fa making money for 
Shareholders. Predictably, most of them 
do this by catering for the Lowest Common 


Denominator, and the operative word is 
Lowest, not Common. In taste, Australian 
content, advertising and general level, 
their output is officially controlled by tbe 
Broadcasting Control Board, 


Set-up's production? 


Thirteen years after TV began, the 


spectrum is a poor man's rainbow, mainly 
colored by imports from the United States. 
Unlike countries such as Canada and the 
Scandinavian group, we have not cut our 
coat to suit Australian cloth. In drama, 
figures assembled in 1967 by the In- 
ternational Congress of Writers showed 
chat locally produced work ranges from 70 
p^r cent of air time in Czechoslovakia 
through 50 per cent in Finland, Sweden and 
Canada to a thunderous 2.8 per cent in 
Australia, All that those other countries 
show is not world-shaking, but at least they 
are making a consistent try. 


Our stations are on the air for about 109 


hours a week, and as in other countries, 
this consumes an enormous amount of 
material. But despite the imposition of a 
quota of local work by the Control Board, 
few commercial stations tried to build up a 
local program industry. To help them, the 
Board allowed programs from anywhere 
in the British Commonwealth as a bolster 
to Australian quotas, but even so, many 
took the flagrant way out, including local 
minutiae like sports results to prove their 
patriotism. 


One or two commercial stations per- 


severe with crime or "Oz" (caricature 
Australian) series, but the commercials' 
main contribution has been in sporting 
telecasts, in folksy give-away programs 
and in the lightest — or heaviest — of light 
entertainment. Mainly they buy from the 
U. S. on a sellers' market on the ground 
that this is cheaper than nourishing the 
local product and anyway viewers prefer 
imported work, "We give people what they 
want," This fallacy sounds true when the 
people are not given anything better; and 
admittedly the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission, which shows more local 
programs than the rest put together, has 
the lowest over-all ratings. 


As the exception to the Australian (or 


American) rules, the Australian Broad- 
casting Commission's experience is 
significant. Its policy apropos the com- 
mercial stations is an uneasy amalgam of 
disdain and emulation. It spends much 
more on imported than local drama and 
variety shows. Yet it alone has con- 
sistently pioneered and presented 
Australian public affairs, dramas, 
children's music and all the programs that 
can be made with a local voice. Its public 
affairs offerings are acceptable though 


seldom distinguished. Its drama shows 
shaky progress in production and action, 
but not in scripting, partly because of the 
continuing lack of money to give writers 
continuing opportunity. Its sporting ser- 
vice is first-rate. Yet the Australian 
Broadcasting Commission is the least 
popular network. 


Local work may lack the distinction or 


polish of overseas work, but we don't seem 
to want to give it a chance to attain these. 
And many people will watch a third-grade 
import re-run on a commercial channel, 
whereas it rated 3-100ths when shown 
earlier on the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission, 


A barren scene 


TV is a popular medium whose ravenous 


appetite can never subsist on a gourmet's 
diet in any country, but few civilized 
countries can have been so permissive 
about the menu as Australia. We 
Australians are noted for our fierce, 
almost defensive, patriotism and both 
public and managements pay lip-service 
to the idea of a recognizably "Australian" 
service, yet we do little to foster it — 
unless "Australianism" is at root a 
derived stimulus, second-hand, a copy? 


We apparently do not believe that in- 


digenous drama presents a country to 
itself and to the world. What we have done 
has been largely imitative of stock 
overseas models: the thrillers, the "police 
file" series, the serialized version of the 
passe "Oz" cartoon, the bronzed bushman, 
the wacky hillbilly, the inarticulate 
lowbrow with a heart of gold and a stony 
pride. The urbanism— or more precisely, 
the suburbanism — of the average 
Australian, let alone the educated 
Australian, is seldom acknowledged, 
There are protesters 


The apathy-through-imitation-and- 


acceptanceisnot, however, universal. The 
most organized protest comes from the 
Writers' Guild and Actors' Equity. The 
local delegate to the International Writers' 
Guild so horrified those assembled with his 
account of Australian conditions that the 
international president came to Australia 
to reason with dictators of taste, from the 
Prime Minister down, to set our thinking 
on a reasonable parity with that of other 
nations. His efforts were not officially Or 
conspicuously successful, though more U. 
'S.-Australian projects are being planned, 
on a Big and Little Brother basis. These 
are focused primarily on the overseas 
market and make their claim through an 
international anonymity with a U, S. 
garnish and a sprinkling of Australiana 


rather than 
through 
intrinsically 


Australian merit. 


The writers and actors are backed up in 


their protests by the Australian National 
Television CouncH which represents a 
cross-section of viewers, ranging from 
white collars through housewives' 
organizations, 
the 
trade 
unions, 


educationists and other groupings, and 
brings sporadic pressure to bear on 
politicians and managements. 


A better showing? 


All over the world television stations, 


including the most responsible, find it hard 
to rise above the Lowest Common 
Denominator to the Highest Common 
Denominator. Yet though we have com- 
mon difficulties with other countries we 
can make a better showing. It is too late to 
unscramble the egg but we should try to 
make it taste better. To many Australians, 
including the more prognathous species of 
politician, these criticisms will be "un- 
Australian." To others who are doing their 
best, they will be a wet fish in the face. 


I nevertheless suggest that Australia, 


given a bit of discipline, sense of 
responsibility and encouragement for 
talent, can produce, more often than now, 
something fresh and distinctive. 


Entrepreneurs, from the Australian 


Broadcasting Commission to the most 
parochial commercial station, have the 
same obligation as the honorary doctor in 
the hospital— to devote some time to what 
is not profitable. The alternative is to be 
forever a surrogate of other people's ideas. 
And this, despite the apathy, I believe we 
deep down do not want to be. 


POSTSCRIPT: A doubt on re-reading: 


Have I overly damned our system? 
Perhaps, but I'm not alone. A stream of 
criticism comes from migrants and 
visitors with high, medium and low brows. 
The latest is Arthur Koestler who says, 
"Australian television has to be seen to be 
believed." And yet there are laudable 
facets. Not so much the growing in- 
volvement of our entrepreneurs with 
foreign capital in making filmed dramatic 
series for the world market—this denotes 
an improving technique in the near-

Military Fears U.S. Moving Too Fast

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States is pumping big 
doses of new equipment into the 
South Vietnamese armed forces, 
but many American military of- 
ficers fear the patient may not 
be given time to digest it. 


These officers are concerned 


that political pressures on the 
Nixon administration will ac- 
celerate the U.S. withdrawal 
from Vietnam and thrust South 
Vietnamese troops into the main 
battle role before they are 
ready. 
. 


As President Nixon called his 


principal strategists together 
last week for long sessions in 


the secrecy of the White House 
Cabinet room, the state of South 
Vietnam's armed forces took on 
added significance. 


Vietnamese Army 


Any scaling down of the war, 


including further withdrawals of 
American troops from Vietnam, 
depends in large measure on 
forging the South Vietnamese 
army into an effective military 
force. 


As the President and his ad- 


visers strive to decide upon a 
course of action, the status of 
the war, and the United States' 
role in it, can be summed up 
thusly: 
-The U.S. strategy in Viet- 


nam has shifted from the' "max- 


imum pressure" of the Johnson 
administration to what Nixon 
calls "protective reaction". But 
the change, say military ex- 
perts, is more of form than fact. 


—The Communists have cut 


back action on the ground, but 
there is disagreement among 
U.S. strategists as to what this 


. means. Diplomats tend to re- 


gard it as evidence of a possible 
de-escalation by Hanoi; the mil- 
itary' suspects the Communists 
are merely lying low while they 
regroup for new attacks. 


Air Action 


—The lull in infantry actions 


hasn'i been matched in the air, 
,where U.S. B52 bombers have 
"stepped, up missions against 


Communist supply routes from 
the north. 


-Infiltration from North Viet- 


nam has declined, and while no 
one knows by how much. State 
Department diplomats tend to 
regard the reduction as an 
omen of de-escalation, while the 
Pentagon's view is that North 
Vietnam 
is sending enough 


troops south to replace battle 
losses. 


-The first priority of the Nix- 


on administration is "Vietnami- 
zation", the word used by offi- 
cials to mean' getting South 
Vietnam ready to fight its own 
fight. 


Pentagon staff experts esti- 


mate it may require two and 


possibly three years to prepare 
the South Vietnamese to stand 
virtually by themselves against 
the North Vietnamese and the 
Viet Cong. 


So far, the supplying of mass- 


es of new gear is outpacing de- 
velopment of South Vietnamese 
military leadership—still rated 
extremely thin—and the vital 
ability to maintain the equip- 
ment.
